The background is sheer genius. Trotter has a musical in- 
terlude between choruses and makes the most of it. In fact, 
it's so good, I’ve often wondered why Trotter doesn’t make 
records of his own. It was John Scott who devised the 
original Hal Kemp dance style. Though Kemp has been 
dead for several: years, “his. recordings are still collector's 
items, because of his fresh instrumental delivery. Trotter 
played piano in Kemp's band and wrote his arrangements 
‘for a number of years.

Dennis Day, back from the wars, has recorded an 
album of Irish tunes for.

This was followed by “Full Moon and 
Empty Arms,” borrowed from Rachmaninoff, and now a 
song called “‘In the Moon Mist,” based-on a bit.of “Ber- 
ceuse,” is catching on. Johnny Desmond does a good job 
on it for Victor, and Randy Brooks has recorded it for 
Decca. You can also hear Jack Leonard’s version of it on 


Majestic, and Phil Brito’s on Musicraft. 


The last song written by Jerome Kern, “All Through 


the Day,” also was one of his best. It’s from the picture, 
“Centennial Summer” and you'll be hearing it a lot. It’s 
been recorded by several artists, but Perry Como’s Victor 
version sound like the best. 


Latest of. the Western songs to hit the jukebox jackpot 
is “Sioux City Sue.” You can hear’Zeke Manners sing it | 
on a Victor disk and the Hoosier Hot Shots do it on Decca; 
but you'll get your biggest kick listening to Kate Smith’s 
Columbia Waxing of it with a special instrumental group. 
I shouldn't be surprised at Kate's. versatility any more but 
she continues to amaze me. 


Other record highlights of the month include Eddie 
baa's “The Man I Love”’ for Decca, Spike Jones’ “Old 
McDonald Had a Farm” for Victor and Danny. O'Neil’s 
“Easter Parade” for Majestic.
